Always  give  name  of  your  express  office 
and  write  your  name  and  address  plainly. 

Now,  a few  words  on  transplanting. 

The  main  things  for  the  successful 
transplanting  of  trees,  shrubs  or  anything 
in  that  line,  is  to  place  fine  pulverized  soil 
on  the  roots  and  give  a liberal  watering 
to  settle  the  soil  firmly  on  them.  Do  not 
put  trash  or  fertilizer  of  any  kind  on  the 
roots.  W*e  never  use  fertilizer  in  trans- 
planting. 

All  stock  should  be  planted  same  depth 
it  grew  in  the  nursery.  A large  amount 
of  valuable  stock  is  lost  by  planting  too 
deep.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 

most  all  the  fibrous  roots  of  trees  and 

plants  grow  in  the  surface  soil.  The  large 
roots  that  run  deep  down  are  only  to  hold 
the  tree  up. 

Stiff  or  heavy  soil  should  have  sand 
mixed  with  it  to  insure  good  results.
